OOOO OSS SHO OHOOO 
WINBURG TO KROONSTAD, 


Winburg and Smalideel, the points north 
of Bloemfontein, captured by the British, 
are on the Vet River, a tributary of the Vaal 
River, having its rise in the mountains bor- 
dering on the Basutoland frontier, and run- 
ning northwestward into the Vaal near 
Bloemhof. Between the Vet and the Zand 
rivers, which run east and west" into the 
Vet a few miles above Hoopstad, there is a 
range of hills crossed by the railway from 
Bloemfontein to Johannesburg and Pretoria, 
where there are positions capable of offering 
a vigorous resistance to an advance from the 
south. Beyond and north of the Zand River 
there Is a chain of hills stretching about 40 
wiles on either side of the railway line whieh 
it crosses at rigth angles. Then comes the 
Valsch River, on which Kroonstadt is sit- 
uated, and beyond it again another chain of 
hilis parallel to and about the same length 
as the other. About 50 miles further on the 
railway crosses the Vaal; the total distance 
from the Vet River being 130 miles in a di- 
rect line. 

But any one of these lines of resistance is 
exposed to the danger of flank attack should 
the British succeed in forcing any of the 
Drakensberg passes, or they may be flanekd 
from the west, now that Roberts has 6uc- 
ceeded in throwing a force over the Vaal near 
Warrenton. 

A British force moving from Kimberley 
northeast to Hoopstad could flank the town. 
tut the position is as good as any that the 
Boers can take in the Orange Free State, as 
it covers the approaches to Johannesburg and 
Pretoria, and at the same time guards the 
mountain passes from British flanking move- 
ments.

‘Smalideel, May 7.—The railway from 
Erendfort to this place has been consider- 
ably damaged and the bridge over tne Vet 
River has been hopelessly damaged. This 
delays supplies coming up. Every few 
yards charges of rackarock have been laid 
under the rails. This might have created 
foss of life, but was fcrtunately discovered 
by a West Australian infantryman. Win- 
burg has been occupied by the Highland 
brigade.”’ | 

In spite of these wrecked railroads, the 
British advance goes on. steadily. Lord 
Roberts’ outposts are apparently about 12 
miles north of Smalldee!l, Gen. Brabant has 
joined Gen. Rundle at Thabe N’Chu, whence 
they are moving forward. The country is 
@ll quict in that direction. A _ reconnais- 
gsance by Gen. Rundle of the Boers’ recent 
positions at Thaba N’Chu resulted in their 
being pronounced impregnable and their 
evacuation is reported to have been due to 
the receipt of an urgent message from 
President Steyn. The Boers are said to be 
moving northward, but their immediate 
destination is not known. 

The whereabouts of the British cavalry, 
about 10,000 men, under Gen. French is still 
a@ mystery, While Gen. Kelly-Kenny’s and 
Gen. Chermside’s divisions are also unac- 
counted for, 

A dispatch from Cape Town, dated to-day, 
Gays: ‘“‘Lord Roberts’ phenomenal advance 
is not only utterly demoralizing the Boers, 
but is striking terrer to the rebel colo- 
nists. 

“The relief of Mafeking is expected at 
any moment.”’ 

The Cape Town correspondent {s slightly 
Optimistic as regards Mafeking, judging 
from the direct dispatches, the British 
forces eouth of Mafeking are still nearly 
20 miles from their objective, while the 
latest advices from Mafeking itself, dated 
April 29, show little amelioration in the 
conditions there. 

Lord Roberts is expected to camp for 
#ome days about Smalideel, or at jeast, 
®outh of the Zand River. 

The strength of the Boers !n Roberts’ 
front is not known definitely. An estimate 
has been put forward from Delago Bay 
with some show of authority of the num- 
bers which the Boers pretend to have im the 
field. As many as 13,000 are said to be at 
Kroonstad under the commandant-general 
ZLouls Botha, and using the name in its 
wider sense there may be this number in 


the district, which takes its name from the 
town. 


Fifteen thousand British are now operat- 
ing on the western frontier of the Free 
Btate. As the deadlock at Warrentown has 
bern broken, and the Boers are retreating, 
there is nothing formidable. except the dis- 
tance between Warrenton and Mafeking. 


KRUGER OPENS PARLIAMENT

Touching Allusion to Joubert and a 
Tribute to the Patriotism of the 
Free State. 
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gress) which broke up unofficially in Sep- 


tember last, took place to-day. The vacant 
seats of Gen. Jubert and Gen. Decock and 
others were filled with flowers. The hall 
was crowded, a large number of )atlies be- 
ing present. 

In the prayer of the chaplain an allus‘on 
to Gen. Joubert moved many to tears. 
After the prayer the ‘Raad adjourned to the 
afternoon, when the session of J9300 was in- 
augurated, The ceremonies were accom- 
panied by the customary saiute. President 
Kruger arrived in the state carriage with 
vhe usual escort. All the diplomatists and 


foreign attaches, including Gen. Gourko, 
the Russian attache, were presen:. 

The Raadzaal (Partameat Building) was 
crowded to its utmost capacity and the 
scene was most impressive. President 
Kruger, in his speech opening the sees‘on, 
alluded feelingly to the vacancies. Hefer- 
ring to Gen. Joubert he said: 

“Future generations will be able to judge 
the work of the deceased, whose Gemeanor 
inspired the enemy with respect and whose 
humane and brave conduct gave fame and 
inm.ipottance to the state among civilized 
nations.’’ 

He was profoundly struck, he said, with 
the proof of sincere friendship given by 
the people of the Free State < had ful- 
lilled their obligations to the Transvaal 
under the treaty. ‘They realized that a 
united front was required as an attack 
upon the independence of the Transvaal 
meant a threat against the Free State. He 
had implicit confidence tn the future of the 
Afrikander ration. By deeds the Free State 
has shown, the President declared, a good 
example to the people of the Transvaal, 
whieh had proved of great moral value to 
those guiding the efforts of a small state 
to maintain its independence. He was 
pleased to say that the relations of fie 
Transvaal at the foreign states, with the 
exception of Great Britain, were good. 

Aftér referring to peace proposals of the 
Fresidents of both republics to Lord Salis- 
bury, President Kruger said: ‘‘We have 
proved by legislation and our dealings with 
Gieat Britain last year that it was our de- 
sire’ to preserve peace, and now that war 
has broken out we will do everything to 
restore peace.”’ 

After alluding to the deputation now on 
a mission to Europe and the United States 
and the presence of so many attaches, prov- 
ing the intense interest of the powers in 
the republics and to their methods of fight- 
ing. he said he was pleased to see that the 
sympathy of the world was on their side in 
the war, that ambulances had been sent 
and that their friends were united in en- 
deavoring to alleviate the distress caused 
by the struggle. 

After references to alleged violations of 
the Red Cross convention and to the con- 
sequent protests of foreign powers, Presi- 
dent Kruger continued: ‘Notwithstanding 
the different circumstances, I am glad to 
say that our finances will enable us to bear 
the great expense of the war and that the 
mines are flourishing.”’ 

The President concluded with a reference 
to the Free State loan and suggested that 
the session be not prolonged and that only 
matters of importance be dealt with. In 
& moving peroration he invoked the bless- 
ing;and help of the almighty. 

The proceedings terminated with unusual- 
ly impressive speeches and prayers. Fifty 
out of a total of sixty legislators were pres- 
ent, several of them still suffering from 
wounds.

Several hundred persons in sympathy with 
the union men gathered Tuesday morning 
at Thirteenth street and Washington ave- 
nue, where the Suburban and St. 
Transit Co.’s lines cross, and for several 
hours wild disorder prevailed.

More than 8% cars were stoned and ![n sev- 
eral instances passengers were injured. Ten 
motormen and as many conductors of the 
Suburban line, terrified by the crowd, de- 
serted their cars. 


A squad of 3% policemen under command 
of Sergts. Strong and McGuire endeavored 
to maintain order. 

The crowd hooted the police and threat- 
ened them with bodily injury if they dared 
interfere, 

Women and little children mingled with 
the infuriated men and joined in the gen- 
eral demonstration against the employes of 
both lines. 

The clnax was reached when an east- 
bound Park avenue car crossed Thirteenth 
street and was showered with missles. The

President Edwards Whitaker 
and Attorney Fred W. Lehmann 
of the St. Louis Transit Co. were 
together at the office of Mr. Whit- 
aker Tuesday morning. 

In response to a request for a 
statement on behalf of the com- 
pany, Mr. Lehmann said: “We 
have nothing to tell you that the 
public is not abundantly able to 
see for itself.” 

Mr. Whitaker said: “I do not 
desire to make a statement of 
any kind. I have nothing to say.” 
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St. Louis is suffering all the inconveniences and dangers of a great street 


Out of the hundreds of cars in its vast service, only 20 cars are being ope- 
rated on the transit company’s system and on the Suburban system cars are only 
running downtown as far as Fourteenth street. 

Riots have prevailed ever since daylight Tuesday morning. 

One person has been shot and a number have received serious injuries from 


Thirty-three hundred street railway employes have quit work and property 
valued at $90,000,000 is rendered temporarily useless. 

The transit company announces that it will have more 
Tuesday evening in time to accommodate the people returning from work. 

The members of the employes’ union have formulated plans for a complete 
tieup of the system until their demands are complied with.

The bullet struck a bystander and it was 
theight he had been fatally hurt. 

Instantly the crowd was up in arms and 
as the car sped on 20 men followed, threat- 
ening to lynch the conductcr. 

The matorman jumped cver the dashboard 
and retreated north on Twelfth street. 


From every window in the vicinity of 
Thirteenth and Washington avenue a dozen 
heads seemed to peer and the shouts of the 
watchers, mingled with those of the excited 
crowds surrounding the cars. 

A Webster car, No. 301 of the Suburban 
line, passed Washington avenue and some- 
one hurled a large stone against one of the 
rear windows. 

The crash of glass created a panic among 
the passengers and there was a desperate 
scramble to escape from the car. As the 
passengers were filing out three or four 
pieces of iron struck the car windows and 
demolished them.

SAMUEL LEE, UNION. DIRECTOR, . 


Samuel Lee, chairman of the National Ex- 
ecutive Board, is directing the strike for 
the union. 

He arrived in St. Louis last Wednesday 


from Cleveland, where he directed the re- 
cent street car strike. 

While Lee has not appeared personally in 
any of the negotiations between the com- 
pany and its union employes, his counsel 
has shaped the policy of the men, and as he 
fis the empowered representative, here of the 
national body: he is a court of final resort 
whenever and wherever the strikers will re- 
quire official sanction for their acts, The

For a half hour there was a blockade of 
cars at Thirteenth street. 

Some of the motormen refused longer ta 
operate the cars. Others telephoned to the 
power house for assistance. 

The crowd was menacing and a sort of 
ambush was formed from which the mis- 
siles were hurled. The damage to the cars 
was considerable. 

At 11 o’clock the situation had reached an 
intense stage. 

Car 18 of the Suburban was going north 
on Thirteenth street when every window 
was suddenly smashed. 

Inside the passengers knelt on the floor 
and hid their faces under the seats. An 
aged woman's cries were heard and when 
quiet was secured she hurried from the car. 

“It’s terrible, terrible!” she said with 
tears in her eyes. “I just got ai awful 


hit on the arm.” 

John Hawkins and John O’Brien, motor- 
man and conductor, respectively, of Web- 
ster car 318, declared they “had had enough 
of the strike’ when they reached Thirteenth 
and Lucas avenue. 

As they alighted from the cars a score 
of persons grabbed them and shook their 


hands heartily. | 


I didn’t realize the kind of a proposition 
I was uD against. 

“IT can’t afford to lose my life for a few 
dollars. The best thing I can do, I guess, 
is to join the union.”’ 

Following O'Brien's car was No. 351 of the 
same division. Conduetor and motorman 
called tn chorus to the crowd: 

“Don't threw, boys! We give up!’ 

The motorman said: 

“It was a case of leaving the cars or run- 
ning the risk of being killed.” 

3enton cars Nos. 315 and 341 were without 
a motorman or conductor and were tem- 
porarily tied up on Thirteenth street near 
lranklin avenue. 

When regular Suburban car No. 1 start- 
ed around the curve at ‘Thirteenth street 
and Lucas avenue it was followed by a des- 
perate looking crowd cf men who urged the 
conductor to leave the car. Several boys 
standing near threw stones and the win- 
dows were wrecked. 

On TWhirteenth street from Washington to 
Franklin avenues the crowds filled the side- 
walks and surged into the streets. 

Suburban cars Nos. 180, 175, 161, 335 and 182 
were damaged, the total loss probably 
amounting to several hundred collars. 

Most of the pasengers left the cars at 
Franklin avenue on the downtown trip, 
while athers got off at Thirteenth street 
and Locust going westward and decided to 
walk rather than face the assemblage at 
the points mentioned. 

Riot calls were turned into the Four 
Courts from Thirteenth and Washington 
avenues and two patrol wagons loaded with 
policemen arrived shortly before noon. The 
crowd was dispersed and the cars began 
moving more regwiarly. 


WASHINGTON AVENUE RIOT

Motorman Assaulted With Stones and 
One Woman Was Painfully 
Hurt. 


A riot call was turned in at 8 o'clock from 
the corner af Broadway and Washington. 

The transit company attempted to run 
one car on each of the lines converging on 
Washington avenue. 

Four cars got downtown as far as Sixth 
street, but only one went araund the loop. 

All were attacked by the mob and many 
car windows were broken. 

The car that went around the loop was 
set upon by an angry, howling crowd at 
Fourth street and Washington avenue. 

Men and boys threw eticks, stones and 
bricks and broke several windows of the 


car. 
The motorman was hit over the head with 
a club, which cut a gash tn his scalp. A 
brickbat struck him in the mouth, lacerat- 
ing his lip. His nose was mashed by @ 
etone.

Louls, 
Dear Sir—None mare thoroughly 
understand the evil consequences 
which accompany «and follow a 
strike, like the one now inaugurated 
on the transit company’s lines, than 
the employes involved. That it is a 
matter of the gravest pwhblic con- 
cern there can be no doubt what- 
ever. Knowing this in advance, we 
have exhausted every influence which 
we could bring to bear upon the com- 
pany in an effort to induce them to 
accede to a peaceable adjustment of 
existing differences. .But we have 
met with such a firm and unqualified 
refusal that we have left no 
option in the mode of sett ent. 
No bady of men regret more than 
we that we are compelled to impose 
this inconvenience and hardship up- 
on the traveling public, and upon the 
business people of our city. We ap- 
preciate your kind offer and the mo- 
tive which prompted it, and we reit# 
erate our former statement that we 
are willing to arbitrate; but before 
arbitrators are named it will be pru- 
dent and wise to secure from the 
company a promise to arbitrate and 
a pledge to observe the decision of 
properly named arbitrators. We feel 
that toa repeat our offer to them at 
this time would be undignified and 
unwise. It is from them that such a 
proposal should now come. Very re-

At this point the troiley silpped. It is 
claimed by some that the connecting wire 
was cut. The car was unable to move. 

For 10 minutes the car stood still, sur- 
rounded by a yelling mass of men and 
boys, mixed with a few women who seemed 
to take as much Interest in the excitement 
as did the men. 

Neither the conductor nor the motorman, 
after the rough handling cach had received, 
would go on top of the car and repair the 
break. 

Finally a man from the crowd, sald to 
be an electrician in the emvioy of the 
transit company, climbed on top of the car 
and after two or three minutes’ labor, amid@ 
flying brickbats and the curses of the 
crowd, managed to fix the trolley so that 
the car could pull out. 

The car went out Washington avenue at 
a rapid clip, and a great shout of derision 
went up from the throne. 


BOY SHOT BY A CONDUCTOR 


When Stones Were Thrown at His Car 
Conductor Fired Into the Crowd 
and Hit the Boy. 


John Kohring, a 16-year-old boy, whose 
home is at 1445 North Ninth street, was shot 
by Conductor George McClellan of car No.

Barly in the morriing Turner Beck and 
Conductor McMahon, nonunion men, went 
to the sheds and declared with flourishing 
revolvers that they were “going to take 
out cars if they had. to shoot their way 
through the crowd.” They were arrested 
and locked up, ‘but later it was reported 
that they were released, while the union 
men were Teclared to have been held. A 
delegation went to the Deer street station 
to offer bond for any union men that 
might be there, but it was refused. 

When the ears reached Finney and New- 
stead avenues, a crowd of strikers gathered 
about them, and made threatening demon- 
strations against the conductors and 
tormen. The mounted police made a 
orous effort to. drive the crowd 
the attempt, Sergeant Hickman 
Pielsticker's saloon after a man 
him three times with his saber, 
injuring him.

When the crowd saw half a dozen cars 
at a standstill near Sixth and Locust there 
was a rush for the spot.. The car crews 
stuck to their posts. Several of the cars 
farthest west reversed power and escaped.

The crowd, thinking that the of- 
ficers had killed him, set up a yell and 
rushed for the officers with threats of vio- 
lence. Just at that instant, however, Doyle 
jumped up and continued running at his 
original speed, showing that he was not 
hurt, as Was at first believed. 

The officers continued their chase and 
overhauled Doyle after a short run. He was 
taken ta the Lafayette Park Police Station. 
The patrol squad returnec to Jefferson and 
Park avenues and dispersed the crowd 
without further:trouble. 

But the officers had scarcely got this bit 
of ‘work off their hands when they were 
summoned to Park and Nebraska avenues, 
where another large crowd had cangregated 
and was shouting enthusiastically for the 
strikers. 

The progress of Suburban yellow car No. 
166 down Locust street from Twelfth to 
Ninth and back again about 9 o'clock was 
attended by exciting incidents. 

The car has orders to go as far east as 
Sixth, but when it reached Ninth the crowds 
along the streets became so threatening in 
their maneuvers that the motorman 
Stopped. 

As he did so a rock crashed through one 
of the side windows. Then a whole brick 
was sent flying through the glass door of the 
rear vestibule. Missiles were thrown at the 
conductor and motorman, and a policeman 
Stationed himself by their side. This pre- 
vented them from being harmed. The crowd 
surged about this car on all sides. The 
small boys and many of the adults cheeréd 
wildly as the bricks crashed through the car 
windows. They also hooted the motorman 
and conductor vigorously, and as the car 
moved west again a look of satisfaction 
spead over their faces.

ELEVEN CARS RUNNING. 


Little Rock Strikers Take Action on 
the Receivership. 
LITTLEROCK, Ark., May 8&.—Eleven 
street cdrs have been in operation since 6 
clock this morning and none of them 
have averaged a half dozen passengers 
during any of their round trips. The strik- 


ers, through the Trades’ Council, have em- 
ployed ex-Gov. James P. larke as their 
attorney, and it is reported this mornig they 
will present Judge John A. ‘Hiiams of 
the United States Circuit Court a petition, 
asking that he rescind his recent order, 
placing the company in the hands of a 
receiver. The strikers contend that the ap- 
plication for a receivership, made by the 
Boston Securities Company, was only a 
subterfuge to secure control of the com- 
pany’s business by the United States Court 
in order to enable it to ignore the unions. 
This they aver from the fact that Allen 
U. Johnson, president of the street car 
company Was appointed receiver and is 
now conducting the business, the same as

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Crowds Did Nothing but Hoot and Jeer 
at First Efforts to Run 
the Cars. 


About 9 o'clock Superintendent Jenkins 
of the Suburban road commenced running 
the greater part of his cars over the Sarah 
street divisions. For about half an hour 
this left people living west of that chor- 
oughfare without means of getting down 
town. 

This, too, gave rise to the story that 
the Suburban road was having great trou- 
ble with its striking employes. At the Sub- 
urban power house at De Hodiament every- 
thing was quiet early in the morning and 
little trouble was looked for. Only .in oc- 
casional car was run west of De Hoalia- 
mont, not for fear of interf2rence, but 
because the greater demand for cars was 
east of that point. 

Going down town the Suburbtn cars met 
with no opposition unti] Thirteenth and 
Warhington avenue was reached. 

Here a tremendous crowd of people, the 
greater part of whom were voung men and 
boys, attempted to delay the cars Dy stand- 
ing on the tracks. They confined other 
demonstrations to hooting at the car, crews 
and passengers. Some twenty police were 
stationed at this point. 

From Thirteenth street down to Sixth 
crowds jeered at the motormen. ‘There was 
no interference until later. Many of the 
cars only ran as far east as Eleventh street, 
where they were switched and run back. 

About noon all attempts to run the Sub- 
urban cars below Thirteenth and Lucas 
avenue were abandoned by Supt. Jenkins. 
After that hour the cars were switched at 
that point and sent westward. 

The men were not familiar with the 
switches and the delays that followed gave 
the crowd plenty of time to throw rocks 
through almost every window.

more sympathetic than woman. 

Unfortunately, in looking over the history of the race for 
examples in proof of this proposition, the negative is far 
more abundant than the positive. It is easier to find instances 
of lack of sympathy than the opposite. 

The history of the past is chiefly a story of wars and blood- 
shed. But woman sanctioned war and bloodshed. The periods 
when queens reigned in various countries were not especially 
periods of peace. Some of the greatest wars were waged under 
female monarchs. 

The barbarities of the ancient and middle ages shock us. 
But at the public torture and execution, woman was pres- 
ent. She held up her babe to witness the spectacle. She sat 
through it all without a qualm. 

The sexes have progressed together. But it has been im-_ 
possible for men to go forward faster than women would 
allow them. The race cannot be any better than the mothers.

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SETTLE THE STRIKE 

Tuesday morning every street car line in the city of St. 
Louis except that of the Suburban Railway stopped running, 
on account of a dispute between the managers of the St. 
Louis Transit Cc. and its employes’ union, Later, the traffic 
on the Suburban line was seriously interfered with. 

Through this dispute between the St. Louis Transit Co. 
and its employes’ union the people of St. Louis—a population 

of 750,000—were cut off from their usual and necessary means 

They were practically denied the only 
means of transit available to them within the city ex- 
cept private ccnveyances, with the result that all industry, 
all business by which the lives of the people and the prosper- 
ity of the city are maintained were completely checked. 

These conditions make plain to everyone the vital interest 
of the public in the immediate settlement of this calamitous 
strike. In a great city, the actual means of living of the 
people, their material welfare, their business interests in 
every phase, their comfort and convenience are absolutely 
dependent upon continued and efficient street railway transit 

The interests of the people in the situation overshadow 
every other interest. They thrust aside all questions of per- 
sonal pride or advantage or corporation advantage. They 
are paramount within the bounds of equity. 

The St. Louis Transit Co. is under special and heavy ob- 
ligations to regard and protect the public interests. It is 
the beneficiary of special valuable legislative privileges. It 
secured from the State Legislature a law enabling the pro- 
moters to consolidate every street car line in the city of St. 
Louis. All except one have been brought into the consolida- 
tion. 

Through this special beneficial legislation, it has made 
mearly the entire population of St. Louis dependent upon its 
lines for street railway transportation. The obligation rests 
upon it, therefore, to maintain efficient street railway facil- 
ities and to treat its employes with such fairness and good 
faith that no wrongful act on the part of its managers shall 
cause an interruption of traffic. It is under obligation to hold 
itself in readiness at all times to yield to reason and equity. 

On the part of the employes also there rests a strong pub- 
lic obligation, as semi-public servants. They should be wilk 
ing to submit to reason. If they are willing to submit to 
reason, as they say they are, they should show it by a ready 
acquiescence in any plan which will bring about an equitable 
adjustment of differences with the company. 

Holding in view the paramount public interest in the main- 
tenance of street car facilities, the welfare of the working 
people, the interests of business and manufacturing industry 
and the equities of all parties to the controversy, the Post- 
Dispatch urges upon the St. Louis Transit Co. and the em- 
ployes submission of their differences to a body of men in 
whose fairness and ability to determine the questions at issue 
all have confidence. 

The seven judges of the St. Louis Circuit Court are men of 
learning, trained in the law, experienced in determining the 
equities of disputes and differences between men, impartial 
and fully capable of arriving at an equitable adjustment of 
the issues involved in this unfortunate controversy. 

Let the controversy, with a full statemerit of the posi- 
tion of each party, be submitted to the Circuit Judges, 
called together as an adjustment commission, with the 
clear understanding that both parties to the quarrel will 
abide by the decision of the commission. 

The Circuit Judges can hardly refuse to serve, when g0 
much is at stake. But if they should, a commission of citi- 
gens almost as conspicuously well equipped for the work can 
be secured. 

Leading citizens should take up this matter at once and 
- with vigor. Let a commiittee be brought together for the 
purpose of adjusting the difficulties and restoring street rail- 
way facilities as rapidly as possible. The time to act is 
now, before great damage has been done and before passions 
have got beyond control. Reason, not passion, should settle 
this disastrous dispute. 

Meanwhile, with a plan of adjustment agreed upon, the 
- employes could return to work with the assurance that they 
would get a just decision. The company could have no fear 
of receiving anything but equity. Refusal on either side to 
submit to a proper tribunal would argue a fear of the justice 
of the cause. 

Above all, it behooves all citizens to do all in their power 
to restrain passions, to prevent violence, to keep the peace. 
This obligation is especially strong upon the employes 
who have quit work. They should exert themselves to the 
utmost to Bee that a peaceful solution is reached and that 
lives and property are protected: The law must be en. 

forced. Order must be preserved. Let reason and equity

Non-Union Strikes. 


Last month there were several incidents 
which disproved the oft-repeated statement 
that all strikes are stirred up the leaders 
of trades unions. There was, for example, 
a strike of spinners and combers, involv- 
ing 1000 operatives, in the woollen mills at 
Jamestown, N. H., and the sirikers are nut 
unionists, but merely human drudges unor- 
ganized. 

Again, It was not a bodv of unionists 
that went on strike at Hopedale, Mass., or 
at New Haven, Conn., or at Croton Dam, or 
in one of the cigar factories of New York. 
Siill mere, it is to be remembered that non- 
union machinists joined the union machin- 
ists in the strikes of the trade at Cleveland, 
Coiumbus, Chicago and other places, and 
that 15,000 of them have promised to stand 
hereafter with the union men 

A yvyreat many outsiders are finding that 
they have certain rignts which must 
maintained, even at the expense of a 
strike, 

For a great majority of the strikes of 
the nast month the employers must be held 
responsible. They refused to confer with 
the'r work people, refused to listen to their 
arievances, refused to agree to any terms 

them, or to make any concessions to 

In the case of the Chicago building 

, the bosses have been bumptious, ar- 

regant and stiff-necked, refusing to meet 

the representatives of 50,000 men whom they 

locked out, and refusing to hold council 

with the arbitration board, or with Mayor 

Harrison, and merely yelling for the palice 

and for the militia, that the unions may 
be crushed by force. 

In every case the concessions asked for 
by the working people are so small that 
they would but sligitly affect the profits 
Sained by the emplovers. 

The rates of living, the prices of the 
necessaries af life have gone up every- 
where, under the manipulation ef trusts 
corporations, speculators, monopolists and 
market-riggers; and ell that the working 
people ask is that their wages shall be 
raised as much as will enable them to meet 
the advance in prices. 

It is not much to ask, surely.

o pROZEN STRAW BERRIES—T wo quarts 
— resh berries, one pint of sugar, one quart 
Of water. Boll the water and Sugar together 
half an hour, then add the strawberries, and 
cook fifteen minutes longer. Let the mixture 
cool and freeze. When the beater is taken 
out add one pint of wh'pped cream. 


STRAWBERRY JELLY—A box 
tin, a ns of sugar, one pint of boiling 
water, half a pint of cold water, the juice 
ofa lemon. Soak the gelatin for two hours 
in the cold water. Mash the berries with 
the Sugar and let them stand two rs. 
Pour the boiling water on the fruit su- 
gar. Press the ju'ce from the strawberries 
and add it and the lemon juice to the dis- 
solved gelatin. Steam through @ napkin, 
pour into molds and harden. 
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STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKBE — Four 
cups of sifted flour, three heaping teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one teaspoonful of butter, one tea- 
spoonful of lard, milk, two quarte of straw- 
Sift the baking powder and salt 
with the flour, rub in the shortening, then 
with a fork stir in lightiy and quickly suf- 
ficient milk to make a soft dough—too soft 
to roll. Turn it into a greased tin, and bake 
in a hot oven for thirty minutes. Watch to 
see that it rises evenly. Unmold. cut it in 
halves through the center; that is, split the 
cake. Spread the inside of the cake with 
butter, and then fill it with crushed berries 
which have been standing half an hour or 
longer mixed with sugar enough to sweeten 
them. | Replace the crust and cover the top 
with the berries. Plain or whipped cream 
may be served with shortcake. 


STRAWBERRY SAUCE~Is excellently 
served with hot puddings. Beat together 
one-half cupful of butter ahd one cupful of 
sugar until they are very white ant light. 
Add the whipped white of one egg and a 
cupful of strawberries mashed to a pulp. 


STRAWBERRY  SPONGE—Onre quart 
of strawberries, half a package of gelatin, 
one cupful and a half of water, one cup- 
ful of sugar, the juice of a lemon, the 
whites of four eggs. Soak the gelatin two 
hours in half a cupful of water. Mash the 
berries, and add half the sugar to them.

George Siler, the famous referee, thinks 
little interest will be taken in the big 
fight between Corbett and Jeffries. which 
$s scheduled to come off before the Sea- 
side ‘Athletic Club next Friday night.

COMPANY’S LAST REPLY. 
ST. LOUIS, May 7, 1909. 

To the Board of Directors of the St. Louis Transit 

Co ' 

On May 4, Messrs. T. B. Edwards and others, 
who had theretofore been acting as a committee 
representing employes of the company, informed 
ine that the agreement made with them and other 
employes on March 10, 1900, was abrogated by 
them, and they proposed that the transit company 
shoul make an agreement with the Amalgamated 
Association of Street Railway Employes of America 
covering the operation of the transit company 8 
lines of railway in this city. 

I urgentiy rétommend that this proposed agree- 
ment, a copy of which is herewith submitted, be 
hot made. 


The amalgamated association does not own the 
property or any interest in it, and owes no dutles 
with respect to it. It would be under no obliga- 
tions to the owners or to the public. If it mis- 
managed the property, if its operation were inef- 
ficient, if passengers were injured as the resuii of 
its negligence, it would be in nowise responsible. 
The proposed agreement would simply give it all 
the power of control and impose upon it no ila 
bility whatever. 

It is provided in the paper submitted that no man 
shall be employed by the company unless he gets per- 
mission ifum the amalgumated association, for 
which he must pay the association $1. This means 
that the association, which is under no duty or re- 
sponsibility with respect to the property or the 
public, selects al! employes, leaving the company, 
Which is responsible for the conduct of the men 
when selected, without any voice in the matter. 
It also imposes a poll tax of $1, which may, in 
the pleasure of the association, be increased, if the 
principle is once admitted, as a condition of a 
man’s having leave to work. 

It also requires that every employe who does not 
join this association shali be discharged from the 
service of the company. The same men who now 
make this demand insisted less than two months 
ago that all empot¥es should be treated alike, 
without regard to membership in any organization. 
Believing them to be right at that time, thetr 
Tejuest was at once acceded to, and a written 
agreement was made carrying it into effect. That 
agreement has been faithfully kept by the com- 
pany. Now, however, it is abrogated by those who 
proposed it. 

It is clear injustice and oppression to put upon 
any employe any constraint or obligation which bas 
no relation to the duties of his employment. If 
he does his work well, if he carries comfortably 
and safely the men, women and children committed 
to his care, he has a right to order his political, 
religious and social re'ations for himself. He may 
join any association he pleases, or be may refrain 
from joining: the company has no right to compel 
him to one course or the other. 

It is further proposed that if the association 
suspends a member the company must suspend him 
as an-employe. And as every employe is required 
to be a member of the association it follows that 
if he is expelled from the association he must be 
discharged by the company. In other words, the 
association would be vested with the absolute power 
of suspending or discharging any employe, however 
faithful and acceptable his service to the company, 
and this at the behest of an association which 
owes no duty to the company or to the public, 
and which might act from motives having no rela- 
tion to the good of the service involved. 

While the association thus demands the absolute 
power of suspending or discharging employes, it 
proposes that the company, which pays the men 
and is responsible for them, shall not suspend orf 
discharge a man without the consent of the asso- 
ciation, with the provision that if the company and 
the association disagree the matter shall be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 

The company is made responsible by the law, and 
Grevery so, for the safe carriage of its passengers. 
Vhen it fails in this duty through the negligence 
or incompetence of any employe, it is answerable in 
damages to the extent of the injury’ suffered. 
What is here involved is not a matter of privilege, 
but of duty. Matters of mere individual right or 
rivilege, as they may be waived altogether, may 
submitted to the decision of others. Matters 
of duty, as they cannot, be waived, cannot be dee- 
gated. If the company believed an ee to be 
incompetent, it could not excuse itself to people 
who wefe injured by his neglect or inefficiency, on 
the grouml that the association or a board of ar- 
bitrators had decided that he should be retained. 

he answer would be that the duty of selecting 
and retaining only careful and competent men was 
by the law imposed upon the company and upon 
it exclusively, and that it had no right to evade 
this duty in any manner whatsoever, or to devolve 
it upon anyone else. 

The sum and effect of the proposed agreement is 
that the company sball have no voice in the selec- 
tion or retenfion of {ts emp oves, and that the as- 
sociation may eelect for the company, and compel 
it to discharge or retain -whomsoever it pleases. It 
is obvious that under such a system discipline would 
be impossible. Employed by the association and 
subject to discharge by it, and only by it, the 
prompting of self interest would tend to a partisan 
attachment to the association, rather than to faith- 
ful devotion to the duties of the service. 

The evils of such a system have already mant- 
fested themselves as a consequence of the mete at- 
tempt to establish it. That attempt bas incited 
to insubordination and to the impairment of proper 
discipline, and the service has distinetly suffered 
in consequence. 

Upon the issue thus presented, there is no room 
for compromise of any kind. The company cannot 
relinquish the duties it was chartered to discharge. 
Its obligation to safe'y carry the three hundred 
thousand people daily committed to its care, Is 
one of the most serious and ——— that can be 
undertaken by men. That obligation is imposed 
by the law, and by the law it is made single and 
undivided. It admits of no partition, and it can- 
not be delegated. And no man is fit to be vested 
with it who would shirk in any manner or in any 
degree the duties which it involves 

So long as the company undertakes the conduct 
of this great work, it must accept all the respon- 
sibilities Incident to it, and as the proposed agree- 
ment invelves an entire relinqu'shment of the pow- 
ers necessary to the discharge of those responsibilt- 
ties, I repeat my urgent recommendation that it be 
unqualified'y declined. 

Let us deal with our employes as such, and not 
otherwise: let us deal with them as men engaged 
in a useful, important and honorable ealling, and 
give to them one and all the assurance that who- 
ever has a grievance can in his own right obtain 
a fair hearing, and full and complete redress fot 
every wrong. A showing of fieness must of itself 
be <nfficlent for getting into the service, and tenure 


‘ of employment must depend upon nothing more than 


du:y faithfully performed. In this way, and only 
in this Way. will the best interests of the company, 
ita employes and the public be promoted. Respect-

After 
caliing attention to the causes which had produced 
euch an unsatisfactory state of affairs, they told 
him that, acting under instructions from the gen- 
eral body, they placed before him a proposed agree- 
ment for his consideration, and requested ap early 
reply. 

That proposed agreement and the company’s re- 
ply have already been placed before the public. 

In his recommendations to the board of directors 
Mr. Whitaker, with the aid of his attorney, care- 
fully analyzed the proposed agreement, and, with 
equal care willfully and adroitly misconstrued its 
provisions and placed it in a false light before 
the public. 

To begin with, the company had nullified the for- 
mer agreement by vielating the letter and spirit 
of its every clause, in this, that ever since the agrtee- 
ment of March 10, which agreement is so enthusi- 
astically referred to by Mr. Whitaker, it has been 
the seeming object of the company to throw every 
obstacle in the way of employes who are members 
of the union and to dismiss them for the most triv al 
causes, while those who have not affiliated with 
our organization have been induced to form and 
go into an organization which has for its sole aim 
and object the disruption of our union, the members 
of which organization aré permitted to have pretty 


, much their own way, the flagrant violation of the 


rules of the company being winked at or permitted 
to go unnoticed, thus carrying out the threat of the 
general manager that be would distupt our union 
or die with his boots on. 

This is only one of the many devices which have 
been resorted to. Is it strange, then,’ that we 
should wish to abrogate an agreement which had 
proved so wholly ineffectual? In rey to a ques- 
tion we told him that we desired to abrogate, but 
to abrogate necessitated his consent. This consent 
was given without any hesitation whatever. As we 
Stated above, this agreement had been nullified by 
the company, bence it required nothing but the for- 
inal words to terminate it. Mr. Whitaker's letter 
proceeds to say that ‘‘the proposed agreement pro- 
vides that no man shall he employed by the company 
unless he gets perinission from the amalgamated 
aC Neat on for which he must pay the asseciation 


The first part of this clause is utterly untrue. 
The association under the proposed agreement 
would have absolutely nothing whatever to say 
as to the employment of men. It is true that we 
request that they receive a card from our associa- 
tion, but this is to assure us that the company will 
discontinue the persistent, insidious war which 
it has inaugurated against union men. The letter 
also says that ‘‘the charge of $1 for ths card can 
be increased at pleasure.’’ The company inten- 
tionally disregards the fact that our association is 
founded upon and supported by principles of right 
and ju&tice, and whenever these principles are 
Withdrawn the company need have no further ar- 
Fument with the association, for it must perish 
through its own corruption. The letter further states 
that ‘‘these same men demanded less than two 
incnths ago that all employes should be treated 
alike, without regard to membership in any organ}- 
z£tion.’’ So they did. And the studied care 
with which the company's officers have violated 
this particular clause has contributed more than 
any other one thing to the necessity of another and 
nore specific agreement. The constraint or ob- 
ligation imposed by the association is but the price 
paid for the protection given by the united force of 
the said association. And who shall say that 
such protection is not worth the price paid? 

The association is devised to have the power 
to ald in the correction and discipline of its mem- 
bers, for, by having such power, the members 
well know that unless they perform their duties in 
fi proper manner, unless they render honest and ef- 
ficient service, the association cannot and will not 
protect them. The sum and effect of the proposea 
agreement is that no man shall have a gross in- 
justice done him because unionism is distasteful to 
the company, nor because some subordinate officer 
finds him to be a menace to his position. It. pro- 
vides for arbitration when men are discharged for 
such causes. We have given an instance of the 
repeated and persistent violation of one clause of the 
agreement, and say truthfully that not a single ob- 
ligation has been lived up to or reapected by the 
transit company, save and except possibly the wage 
question, and in this the company has refused to 
pay men who are ordered to report for duty and are 
kept for hours around the sheds at the whim apd 
caprice of a foreman. 

y the terms of the agreement these men were 
to receive half pay for time so spent. We ask, 
Mr. Whitaker, have you lived up to this? Has Mr. 
Baumhoft not discriminated against us wholly and 
ante 3 for the reason that we are members of the 
union? 

We have repeatedly held out the olive branch of 
peace to Mr. Whitaker, and when he refused to 
further confer with our committee we offered, yea, 
besought him to arbitrate, which offer was not only 
discourteously, but almost brutally, declinéd, bis 
answer being that the offer was not worthy of a 
reply from him. 

Having done everything in our power as honest, 
earnest, dignified men to have our wrongs re- 
dres and having been denied these reqnests, 
we appeal to an honest, fair-minded public for their 
aid, their sympathy, feeling that our fight is one 
of right and justice.

In Mrs. jen- 
nison’s mind this theory ciashed with the 
love she bore her husband and her Auty to 
him. She brooded over it, she vainly tried 
to shake off the Russian’s dominant mental 
force. She realized her mental helpless- 
ness, she knew that while her husband 
held her heart Painin held complete sway 
over her thoughts. When she heard .ate- 
ly that Tolstoi’s disciple was dying, she 
ended her brain struggie; she took her life. 

Panin was at Phillips-Bxeter Academy for 
a vear. He registered at Harvard as Ivan 
Nikolayevitch Panin. 

He has written “The Structures of a Bi- 
ble.” in which he seeks to establish that 
the Scriptures were written upon a mathe- 
matical basis. 

He also wrote “Thoughts.” He lectured 
upon Russian subjects for several } ¢ars. 


INCREASE IN PENSION ROLL. 


From $2,000,000 to $3,000,000 a 
Year Has Been Added. 

WASHINGTON. May: 8.—From_ $2,000,000 
to $3,000,000 a year is the amount Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Evans roughly estimates 
will be added to the pension expenditures 
of the government by the action of the 
House of Representatives to-day in passing 
the bill, which has already passed the sen- 
ate, amending the dependent pension law 
of 1890. 


which pension: attorneys, ‘backed by the 
Grand Army, have raised to the rulings of 
Pension Commissioner Kivans. Failing in 
their efforts to have the commissioner grant 
pensions in excess of what he and the re- 
viewing officers of the Interior Department 
believed the law showed, they turned their 
attention to Congress and the pension com- 
mittee of the Grand Army drafted the bill 
which has now passed both heuses sub- 
stantially as it left their hands. The pres- 
ent law provides that honorably discharged 
soldiers or sailors of the Civil War incapa- 
citated for manual labor shall receive a pen- 
sion of not more than $12 a month and not 
less than $6. This has been construed to 
entitle a pensioner suffering from two or 
more informities to receive only such pen- 
sion as his most serious infirmity would en- 
title him to. The new act provides that 
the ratings for all the disabilities shall be 
aggregated and that the pensioner sha}l re- 
ceive this aggregate, provided it, shal not 
amount to more than $12 a month. 

The law of 18% provides that widows hav- 
ing no means of support except manual 
labor shall receive $8 a month. This was 
construed to mean that where the income of 
a widow from sources outside of her daily 
labor amounted to more than the amount 
of the pension, she should receive no pen- 
sion. The new act gives the pension to wid- 
ows having an income of not more than 
$250 a year. 

The bill met with little opposition: to-day, 
It was supported by Republicans generally 
and by some Democrats. epresentatives 
Glynn of New York and Norton of Ohio 
were among those who made speeches in its 
favor. It passed without a division.

Court of Avesala Mevecs Reverses Judge Klein 
in the Case and Sustains Com- 
missioner Higgins, 


The Court of Appeals handed down a de- 
cision in the case of Mark Gumberts against 
Excise Commissioner Higgins, reversing the 
ruling of Judge Kein of the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court, Tuesday and sustaining the 
commissioner. 

Gumberts was granted a license July 3, 
1899, to operate a saloon at 10) North Jef- 
ferson avenue. He made application Jan. 
3, 1900, for a renewal of the Hcense for six 
months. Under a provision,of the law Com- 
missioner Higgins declined ta grant the re- 
newal, whereupon Gumberts applied for a 
writ of mandamus, compelling him to do so, 

The defense of the commissioner was that 
he had learned that the petitioner kept a 
disorderly resort, but Judge Klein held that, 
under the law, the cammissioner was com- 
pelled to issue the license for another six 
months. 

Judge Bland, in speaking for the Court of 
Appeals, says the commissioner has authwr- 
ity to exercise discretion in all cases, and 
that any doctrine that he was compelled ta 
issue a license to Gumberts When he knew 
his place was operatéd in a disorderly man- 
ner, is absurd. 

In awarding the permanent rule in pro- 
hibition against Judge Talty in the Roseilt 
wineroom case, Judge Burgess in his opin- 
ion in the Supreme Court holds that the 
excise commissioner has exclusive contol 
in such matters because a license such as 
that of Roselli is not a contract with the 
state nor property within the meaning of 
the constitution, but is subject at all times 
to the police powers Of the state govern- 
ment, by which dt is provided that such 
licenses may be revoked by the excise com- 
missioner for violation of the law, and {S 
without waiting until a dramshop Keeper 
has been convicted by a court having juris- 
diction for violation of the law, and that, in 
proceeding to do so the excise commission- 
er was not acting judicially, but under the 
power conferred upon him by the statute 
with respect to such matters. 

The court further says that this proceed. 
ing was simply an investigation, and was 
in no sense a trial. The court costs of this 
proceeding are assessed and adjudged 
against Roselli.

E. CLEVENGER AMONG THEM. 


He Killed George Allen and Della 
Clevenger, a Sister of His Clay 
County Sweetheart. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 8.—Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court in banc met 
this morning and affirmed judgments in six 
first degree murder cases and set June lé 
for the hanging of each of the defendants, 
among whom is Ernest Clevenger of Clay 
County, who killed George Allen and Della 
Clevenger because Allen was paying re- 
spects to Jennie Clevenger, a sweetheart 
and second cousin of the defendant, and to 
whom he was engaged. The defendant at- 
tempted to kill Jennie Clevenger, but the 
bullet struck Della Clevenger, her sister. 
The others are Robert Cushenberry, a 
negro, who murdered Marshal George H. 
Leonard of Cameron March 16, 1898, because 
the officer attempted to arrest him on a 
charge of burglary, committed the n-ght be- 
fore; John A. Holloway, who murdered Ju- 
lias Boidot in Osage County Christmas 
evening, 1898, as a result of an old griev- 
ance, which he harbored in his heart 
against the deceased for many years over 
a land transaction between Balllot and his 
mother; Sam Waters, a negro, who killed 
his neighbor, Frank Holmes, another ne- 
gro, as the result of a quarrel over a part- 
nership fence; Jack Bradford of Pemiscot 
County, wha murdered T. T. Holt May 65, 
1899, because he was. cruel to his wife, and 
who, the evidence showed, was induced to 
commit the crime by Mrs. Holt, and his 
brothér, Wm. Bradford, by the promise ofa 
horse and $25, and Dav.d Miller, who, in 
Halt County, March 2, 1899, murdered Sam- 
uel Crow, an old man with whom the de- 
fendant and his wife Nad lived until about 
five days prev‘ous to the crime, when dif- 
ferences arose. The old man’s body was 
found in bed and it was evidert that he had 
been beaten to death with a ¢lub.

WITHSTAND UT, 


New Shell Promises to Reyo- 
lutionize Warfare. 


SECRET IS CLOSELY GUARDED. 


WIL], BE DISCLOSED ONLY TO SE- 
CRET SENATE SESSION. 


Recent Tests Show That No Stee! Plate 
Will Resist It, the Costly Grade 
Being No Better Than the 
Cheapest. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—A new shell has 

been invented which will revolutionize mod- 
ern warfare. It éasily penetrated the heav- 
lest Krupp armor. Experiments by the 
Navy Department, which has obtained con- 
trol of the patents, have demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of the experts that no ar- 
mor plate now made can resist it. 
The utmost secrecy has been mainta!ned 
regarding the invention, as it is not desired 
that European nations shall obtain 4 
knowledge of the materials used. The 
Navy Department officials have even de- 
clined to recognize a Senate resolution call- 
ing for informat’on concerning certain tests 
at Indian Head because, were the request 
complied with, this new discovery would be 
brought to light. 

Mr.. Tillman gave notice in the Senate 
to-day that when that portion of the naval 
appropriation bill relating to armor plate 
came up, he would ask that it be discussed 
in executive session. 

This notification was rather puzzling, and 
Mr. Tillman positively refused to explain 
his action, but from other sources it was 
learned that the Senate will be enlightened 
regarding the new shell. The extraordinary 
precaution of a secret session will be taken 
to prevent the details of the discovery from 
becoming the property of other nations. 
It is even hinted that international com- 
plications might follow publication of these 
details at: this time. 

The, invention of the new shell will be 
utilized by opponents of the high. prices 
now paid for armor plate. Much favor has 
recently been shown the Krupp armor be- 
cause it was said to be better than the 
Harveyized plate made by the Carnegie and 
the Bethlehem plants. The new shell, it will 
be contended by the enemies of thigh prices, 
will put both armors on a common level. 
Senators Tillman, Chandler, Money and 
others will make strong efforts to prevent 
the price of armor plate being fixed at $545 
a ton, as now provided in the Ddill, and to 
establish it at $300. 

No action will be taken to prevent the 
purchase of plate for the vessels now 
awaiting completion; the fight will be made 
on future contracts.

PLANS NOT FULLY MATURED. 


POSSIBLY NO NOMINATIONS MAY 
BE MADE. 


The Whole Question May Be Placed in 
the Hands of a Committee to 
Act Later. 


SIOUX FALLS, 8S. D., May &—There 
were probably 300 delegates to the Popu- 
list convention here at noon to-day. The 
Cataract House igs the headquarters of the 
national committee and it is naturally the 
center of interest. All the leading repre- 
Sentatives have been busy during the day 
in discussing the policies to be pursued in 
the convention.+ All interest centers upon 
the nomination of vice-president, but it 
cannot yet be “said there is’ any crystal- 
lized suggestion as to the most resirable 
plan to pursue. There has been a hint that 
Gen. Weaver may be named for this place; 
the name of Dr. Taylor of Chicago is oc- 
casionally mentioned, and to-day’s arrivals 
brought the suggestion of the name of E. 
Gerry Brown of Massachusetts. 

So far, however, as individuals are c@- 
cerned, there is still more talk of Mr. 
Towne, silver Republican, than of any one 
else. But upon the whole, the delegates 
who have arrived seem inclined to favor 
the plan of making no nomination for 
President, leaving the matter of deciding 
upon a candidate to a committee to be ap- 
pointed to confer with the Democrats and 


‘Silver Republicans. The Colorado delega- 
tion, led by the Hon. T. M. Patterson, is 
strongly pressing this latter course as the 
wisest, and Kansas and Nebraska are ap- 
parently inclined to second the suggestion. 
The plan also has advocates from Texas. 
All told, this policy is certainly now. the 
Strongest suggested. 

It is stated by those who have good op- 
portunities of knowing that the plan orig- 
inated with Mr. Bryan himself. This cir- 
cumstance would of course, account for 
the strength of the movement. 

The Nebraska delegation, which came in 
at 9 o’clock this morning, was accom- 
panied on its special train by the Colorado 
delegation and parts of the Kansas, Texas, 
Iowa, Oklahoma and Missouri delegations.

COMMISSIONER HIGGINS  SsUS-

banc handed down a decision Tuesday 
morning awarding him a permanent rule in 
prohibition against Judge Talty in the Ro- 
selli saloon case. The opinion was py Jus- 
tiee Burgess. 

This decision sustains the excise commis- 
sioner in his position that he has the Nght 
to cancel the licenses of saloon men who

The application was made when Roselli 
first applied to Judge Talty for a writ of 
prohibition against the excise commissioner 
forbidding him to take this action. Judge 
Talty, however, refused to grant the writ 
and the action of the Supreme Court is re- 
ally a confirmation of the action of Judge 
Talty. 

At the time that the application for the 
rule was asked by the excise commissioner 
he stated that if his pesition was. clearly 
Gefined by the law he would proceed at 
once egainst persons conducting winerooms 
in violation of the excise jaw. This decision 
by the Suareme Court will enable him to 
carry out his intention.
